ALUMNI HEAD ASKS 
REVISION OF TAXES 


Hughes Spalding Calls 
on State School Bodies 
to Back Equal Levy Load 


Declaring “it is unthinkable that 
the state should repudiate its obli- 
gations,” Hughes Spalding, of At- 
lanta, president of the alumni so- 
ciety of the University of Georgia, 
yesterday called upon the mem- 
bers of his society, the alumni of 
all Georgia schools and colleges, 
parent-teacher associations and 
other organizations to support the 
general assembly in a progrant 
which will provide.an equal dis- 
tribution of the tax load and also 
funds for the progress of the state. 

“We need a system of taxation 
in Georgia beyond all else,” Spald- 
ing said. “The present.system was 
enacted in*o law when Georgia 
was almosi entirely an agricultur- 
al state.” 

Made Private Study. 

Spalding is one of the state’s 
leading lawyers and a= former 
chairman of the board of regents 
of the University System. For 
years he has made a private study 
of the tax system of this state and 
the other states of the south. 

The lawyer suggested elimina- 
tion of the state ad valorem tax of 
5 mills and the substitution there- 
for of a gross income tax similar 
to the gross income tax instituted 
in Indiana by Governor Paul V. 
McNutt several years ago. He cit- 
ed the fact that under the pres- 
ent system a $1, 000 bond, paying 
$40 annually in interest, is sup- 
posed to pay $33.50 in state, county 
and city taxes. 

“Indiana pulled herself out of 
debt and has $20,000,000 in its 
treasury,” he pointed out in his 
discussion on the gross income tax. 
“Mississippi has accomplished the 
same thing. Why should we not 
adopt a gross income tax in Geor- 
gia? 

Offered as an alternate plan 
Spalding suggested entire removal 
of the intangible levy on stocks of 
corporations and the installation of 
a moderate tax on other intangi- 
bles plus a very small gross in- 
come tax and a reduction in the 
net income tax. 

Summation of Situation. 

In his summation of the tax sit- 
uation, Spalding said: 

“There has been much discus- 
sion in Georgia in the past sev-

Three conferenves of the Meth- 


rodist Episcopal Church, South, 


voted today in favor of unifica- 
tion of the three major branches 
of Methodism in the United 
States. 


The votes cast today were: 

South Georgia conference, 262 to 
53; Upper South Carolina confer- 
ence, 151 to 106; North Arkansas 
conference, 244 to 2. 

The secular press bureau of the 
southern church, in a tabulation 
October 30; counted 3,400 votes in 
favor of the unification plan to 
401 against among the _ southern 
conferences. At that time 21 of 
the 42 conferences had completed 
votes. 

Opening the South Georgia con- 
ference today, Bishop W. N. Ains- 
worth said contention existed 
among classes, “hatred among 
races and suspicion among na- 
tions,” and asserted religion alone 
could “furnish the solvent for 
these distracting human relations.” 

He called for an “awakened 
church that will proclaim every- 
where the immutable word of the 
living God” and warned that “un- 
less Christ’s gospel is preached 
quickly, fearlessly, passionately, 
ours is a lost world, sliding into 
deeper disaster for the next gen- 
eration ahead.” 

The conference voted to accept 
into full connection six young 
ministers giving them full voting 
privileges. They were Bernard 
Brown, of Rincon; O. M. Bell, of 
Brewton; D. C. Vincent, of Kite;

SHANGHAI, Nov. 5.—(Friday) 
(?) — The precarious Japanese 
foothold on the south bank of 
Soochow creek became almost un- 
tenable today under the lashing 
fury of a heavily reinforced Chi- 
nese attack. 

After a day and night of bitter 
fighting the Japanese claimed to 
have established a 1,000-yard-long 
position on the south bank of the 
creek, which snakes through the 
International Settlement to the 
west.

ROME, Nov. 4.—(4)—Observing 
Italy’s 19th anniversary of the 
World War armistice, Premier 
Mussolini declared today the Ital- 
ian people “will defend both the 
victory and the peace.”

Wallace Credits 
Marx for Trend 
In World Today 


NEW YORK, Nov. 4—()— 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 


told a preview audience at the 
National Book Fair tonight that 
“whether we like it or not, every- 
one in the world today is different 
because of ‘Das Kapital’” (Karl 
Marx’s work on Socialism). 

“Without ‘Das Kapital,’” he 
said, “there would have been 
neither the Communist nor the 
Fascist experiments. More than 
any other book of the 19th cen- 
tury, all of us today are living un- 
der the shadow of ‘Das Kapital.’ 

Books of Past Out. 

“Most of the young people of 
the next generation are not going 
to read the ‘Origin of Species’ or 
the ‘Wealth of Nations’ or ‘Das 
Kapital’ or any of the other pow- 
erful books of the past if they can 
possibly avoid it. 

“But many of them will read 
the powerful books of the future. 
The stage is now being set for 
some of the most powerful books 
which the world has yet seen.... 

“Food” Insufficient. 

“The books which played their 
part in producing modern capital- 
ism, Fascism and Communism do 
not have in them sufficient food 
for the human soul,... 

“Modern science and technology 

tell the need of integrating, | 
synthesizing and 
knowledge on a higher plane. . 
The truly significant books of ‘the. 
immediate future in both the eco-| 
nomic and scientific fields will 
deal with co-ordination and syn- 
thesis. Efforts will be made to co- 
ordinate science with economics,

A. A. Walker, 68-year-old vet- 
eran of three wars, told a Fulton 
criminal court jury that “war is 
preferable to living with my wife,” 
but was found guilty and sen- 
tenced yesterday to a year at the 
state prison farm in Milledgeville. 


The “meanest man” in Atlanta, 
so-called by Recorder John L. 
Cone several weeks ago, was con- 
victed before Judge Jesse M. Wood 
on a charge of wife beating for an 
incident which occurred in record- 
er’s court when he struck and 
kicked his wife. He was cleared 
of charges of assault and battery | — 
and malicious mischief. 

On the stand Walker told the 
jury he had been in the Philip- 
pine insurrection, the Boxer rebel- 
lion, and the Spanish-American 
War. He added he “would be in 
China now” if he were an able- 
bodied man, 

He said his wife kept his month- 
ly pension check of $100 from him 
every month and that “all this 
trouble” started when he bought 
a $20 suit of clothes. 

Mrs. Walker said her husband 
had constantly waged war at home 
and recounted how he had beaten

Tapping of Mains Under 
Pressure Shown State

Tapping water mains under full 
pressure “without spilling a drop” 
was illustrated to students at the 
annual Georgia Water and Sewage 
Operators’ Association school here 
yesterday. 

W. M. Rapp, superintendent of 
construction and — distribution of 
the Atlanta water works, aided in 
conducting more than 200 students 
on an inspection and study tour 
of the water works «shops on 
Hemphill avenue yesterday after- 
noon. 

He showed the machines the city 
uses in cutting into 36-inch water 
mains, installing taps, and sealing 
the pipes without cutting off pres- 
sure or losing any water. 

The water and sewerage opera- 
tors also studied Atlanta’s meth- 
ods of construction, distribution, 
maintenance and operation as a 
part of the four-day session being 
held at Georgia Tech.

The school will con- 
tinue today with further class- 
work at Tech and more inspection 
of the city’s water and sewerage 
systems.

Bonaparte Land 
In New Jersey 
Sold by Court 


MT. HOLLY, N. J., Nov. 4.— 
(P)—The 282-acre estate of Har- 
ris Hammond at _ Bordentown, 
remnant of a 1,000-acre showplace 
once owned by Joseph Bonaparte, 
exiled king of Spain and brother 
of the Emperor Napoleon, was 
= for $200 today at a sheriff’s 
sale. 

The Trenton Mortgage Service 
Company made the only bid. The 
property was sold to satisfy a 
chancery court decree awarded to 
a mortgage company for $134,- 
368.44. 

Hammond, son of the late John 
Hays Hammond, mining engineer, 
spent a large sum on the place 
when he bought it in 1912. On 
the property stands a remodeled 
house, built in the style of a 
French chateaux, artificial lakes, 
swimming pools and greenhouses. 
The furnishings of the house were 
previously sold. 

Bonaparte, who came to Amer- 
ica in 1814, was presented with 
the 1,000-acre tract by the New 
Jersey state legislatufé, Since then 
the title has passed through many 
hands.. Hammond, ast owner, de- 
clared himself bankrupt.

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Carmichael Hits Higher Tax, Asks Cost Cut 


The text of James V. Carmichael’s 
address before the Georgia Mercan- 
tile Association at the Henry Grady 
hotel follows: 

Gentlemen of the Retail Mer- 

chants Association of Georgia: 

In discussing with you the mat- 
ter of taxation in Georgia, I wish 
to impress upon you the fact that 
I do not speak as a member of 
any committee, nor as the repre- 
sentative of any political group. 
What I have to say is solely my 
individual idea of the tax situa- 
tion in Georgia, and it is not in- 
tended as an expression of the 
policy of any particular group. 

I wish to say at the outset that 
I appear in a role divorced from 
any and all political factions. If 
I should perchance make refer- 
ence to the policies of any parti- 
cular group, please understand 
that I have reference to principles 
alone and not to personalities. 

Seen Picture Change. 

Being the son of a merchant, I 
can readily understand your con- 
cern over the possibility of add- 
ed state and federal taxes. The 
everyday problems of the mer- 
chant have been common topics 
of discussion at my dinner table 
since I was a small youth. In 
my short life I have seen the pic- 
ture change until the independent 
merchant no longer exists. 

Mass production, increased cost 
of operation, higher wages, cut- 
throat competition, price-fixing 
combines and ever-increasing tax 
burdens have made of the mer- 
chant a virtual slave to an un- 
scrupulous economic world. 

No longer is his possible prof- 
it governed by his industry and 
ability. On the contrary, his pos- 
sible profit is fixed before the 
merchandise ever reaches his 
hands, and he receives what he 
can salvage from this possible 
profit after meeting unfair com- 
petition, the demands of his em- 
ployes, increased cost of opera- 
tion, and the ever-pressing de- 
mands of the various government- 
al units for increased revenue. 

In the past, the merchant has 
been content to leave government 
to the politicians and to the occa- 
sional statesmen who have graced 
our executive and legislative de- 
partments of government, 

Faced, however, with the pos- 
sibility of additional tax burdens 
which, unless great caution is ex- 
ercised in their enactment, will 
make profit in business impos- 
sible, the merchant has aroused 
himself and is beginning to take 
an active and aggressive interest 
in the affairs of the national, 
state, county and municipal gov- 
ernments. It is to be hoped that 
this interest on the part of the 
merchant will result in much good 
for the state and its political sub- 
divisions. 

Should Be Informed. 

When demands are made for ad- 
ditional revenue for the state, the 
people should be informed as to 
the amount of revenue needed and 
the purpose for which it is to be 
used. The imposition of addition- 
al tax burdens is not a matter to 
be decided behind closed doors by 
the executive heads of govern- 
ment! It is rathe® a matter that 
should be carried directly to the 
people. It was for this reason 
that the framers of our state con- 
stitution provided that no revenue 
measure could originate except in 
the house of representatives. The 
representatives supposedly repre- 
sent the people, and theoretically 
they are in closer contact with the 
people than any other group of 
officials; hence, they were given 
the purse strings to guard. 

The power to tax, while a very 
necessary power, is, at the same 
time, a very dangerous power. It 
has been truly said that “the 
power to tax is the power to de- 
stroy.” President Roosevelt must 
have had this principle in mind 
when, in Pittsburgh in 1932, he 
made this statement: “Taxes are 
paid in the sweat of every man 
who labors, because they are a 


acted into law without the legis- 
lature’s having a thorough knowl- 
edge of the subject to be taxed. 
The ability of the subject to pay 
or bear the tax imposed should 
always be paramount in the minds 
of the legislators. This ability to 
pay is governed by a multitude 
of forces and things of which we 
lawmakers often have no knowl- 
edge. 

If it is a particular business o1 
industry to be taxed, the cost of 
labor, cost of material, cost of 
power, cost of transportation, com- 
petition and many other factors 
go into determining the ability of 
that particular business or indus- 
try to pay a given tax. To arbi- 
trarily impose a tax upon any 
business or industry without first 
determining its ability to pay such 
a tax is moronic, There is about 
as much common sense to an ar- 
bitrary tax without proper thought 
as to ability to pay as there is to 
an arbitrary dose of medicine for 
every patient regardless of what 
his ailment might be. 

To illustrate, certain businesses 
operate on a 50 per cent gross 
profit. They do a small volumne 
of business, and necessarily they 
must have a large gross profit. A 
one or two per cent gross receipts 
tax would not burden such a 
business. On the other hand, there 
are certain businesses which do a 
very large volumne of business on 
about a 1 1-2 per cent profit. A 
gross receipts tax as suggested 
would absolutely wipe out the net 
profit of such a business. 

So it is with any arbitrary tax 
measure. They are filled with both 
latent and patent dangers, and in 
their verbiage lurk confiscation, 
and the utter financial disruption 
of both business and industry. Any 
tax which makes profit impossi- 
ble is confiscatory and should, not 
only as a matter of law but as a 
matter of equity and good consci- 
ence, be avoided. This power to 
tax ought to be exercised with 
the greatest possible caution and 
should never be exercised except 
where necessity demands. 
Additional taxes should never 
be levied except for a necessary 
purpose and not then until every 
possible measure of economy has 
been employed in an effort to 
make such additional levy un- 
necessary. 

Cry for More Revenue. 
Today we are hearing the hue 
and cry for more revenue for the 
state government. From the head- 
lines of every newspaper we read 
various estimates as to the amount 
of additional revenue needed, 
varying everywhere from $4,000,- 
000 to $10,000,000 per year. Ob- 
viously to raise such a vast amount 
of money would materially in- 
crease the tax burden carried by 
the citizens of Georgia. Before 
legislation is enacted which would 
impose such a tremendous burden 
upon the people of this state, they 
should know the purpose for 
which this revenue is to be raised 
and why additional . revenue is 
needed. 

I think it is a generally recog- 
nized fact that the demand for ad- 
ditional revenue in this state has 
been brought about by the enact- 


ment into law of the social secur - 
ity program. I am not prepared 
to condemn nor to approve the 
social security program. It 
new, experimental and untried. I 
am willing to withhold my indi- 
vidual judgment until such time 
as social security has been given 
an opportunity to prove its worth 
and advisability. The laws have 
not yet been in force long enough 
to determine whether or not the 
program is really practicable. This 
being true, it appears to me that 
we ought to venture into this pro- 
gram slowly and that we ought to 
proceed cautiously. 

To plunge headlong into such a 
gigantic undertaking, without first 
trying every phase of it on a small 
scale, might prove disastrous. 
Since the program is new, since it 
is an experiment, since it is an 
untried field of legislation, since 
no one knows how many. will 
benefit from it nor how much the 
program will cost, common sense 
would seem to demand that we 
carry on the program within the 
confines of our present income un- 
til such time as we have had an 
opportunity to give the program 
the acid test of time. 

To plunge into a tremendous tax 
program to raise revenue for a 
program which has not been tried, 
without knowing how many peo- 
ple are to benefit from that pro- 
gram, and without knowing how 
much it will cost to operate that 
program, would be wholly unwar- 
ranted. 

Should Weigh Necessity. 


Since taxes at best are a burden, 
and since hasty tax legislation not 
only has the possibility, but the 
probability, of destroying business 
and materially handicapping those 
who must pay taxes thus imposed, 
certainly no such legislation should 
be passed until the general assem- 
bly is satisfied that the revenue 
to be derived therefrom is actual- 
ly necessary and that the tax to 
be imposed is fair and equitable 


and will not amount to confisca- | 


tion. : 

Another reason the general as- 
sembly should not enact new tax 
legislation at this time is the fact 
that business today is unsettled 
and no one knows what tomorrow 
holds for business and industry. 

An unsettled stock market, 
cheap cotton, factories working 
only part time, employes being 
laid off, real estate taxes being 
permitted to lapse, all tend to the 
belief that business and industry 
have a stormy course ahead. In- 
dividual prosperity is reflected by 
the prosperity of business and in- 
dustry. The welfare of each is 
dependent on the welfare of the 
other. How can any legislative 
body impose a tax burden at this 
time and have any assurance that 
those who must pay that tax will 
we financially able to do so dur- 
ing the next few years? 

Ability to Pay. 

When an individual’s income is 
decreased or when his financial 
obligations absorb his income, that 
individual must circumscribe his 
desires within his income. No mat- 
ter how desirable a thing might 
be to an individual, his ability to 
pay for it must be taken into con-

In our zeal to procure ad- 
ditional revenue we are likely to 
forget the taxpaying public, and 
we are likely to place upon our 
statute books tax laws which will 
create a burden upon those who 
have to pay. With business and 
industry facing another possible 
depression, with great masses of 
people facing the possibility of un- 
employment, Georgia should not at 
this time increase her per capita 
tax burden, nor should she at- 
tempt a general tax revision at the 
present. 

The income tax, when first en- 
acted in Georgia, was an alleged 
revision of our tax laws to relieve 
real estate of an intglerable bur- 
den which it had been carrying 
throughout. the years. It was, 
therefore, provided in that law 
that as the revenue from the in- 
come tax increased the ad valorem 
tax on real estate should be de- 
creased a corresponding amount. 
What happened? 

The last general assembly struck 
this provision from the income tax 
laws, the ad valorem was prompt- 
ly restored to its original rate, and 
what was originally intended as a 
revision and redistribution of the 
tax burden was converted into just 
another tax added to an  ever- 
growing burden. The trouble with 
all Georgia’s tax revisions is that 
they are usually tax additions! 

Burden Now at Limit 

I have heard our Governor on 
numerous occasions. make refer- 
ence to Georgia’s low per capita 
wealth, and I heartily agree to 
the truthfulness of his statements.

Certainly taxes should be in ac- 
cordance with ability to pay. In 
my opinion, Georgia’s present tax 
burden has reached the limit of 
the people’s capacity to pay. 

For the reasons [ have stated, I 
think that Georgia should carry on 
its government within its present 
revenue for the next few years. 
I can see no justification for in- 
creasing the tax burden under 
present conditions in this state. 
The people of Georgia have al- 
ways made the mistake of trying 
to shift the burden to a particular 
group. . 

The cry has always been: “Tax 
the other fellow just so you don’t 
tax me.” The time has come when 
the cry must be: “Don’t tax me 
and don’t tax the other fellow.” 
We all are paying all we can 
bear! The cry should be: “No ad- 
ditional taxes in Georgia at the 
present!” | 

To those who are seeking ad- 
ditional moneys with which. to 
carry on this new program, it oc- 
curs to me that a great deal of 
money might be had without in- 
creasing taxes. The great danger 
in all government is that adminis- 
trative costs are likely to get out 
of proportion to the services ren- 
dered by the government. History 
is that the cost of government 
continues to grow throughout the 
years. 

In the zeal to render a service, 
the cost thereof is often forgotten 
by those who administer the laws. 
Indeed, a casual survey of our 
state pay. roll would convince any 
one that entirely too much money 
is being spent for administrative 
costs. This is not necessarily the 
fault of any particular; person or 


group. 

While it is true that a particu- 
lar official or group may place 
more persons upon the pay roll 
than their predecessors had em- 
ployed, the general condition of 
overstuffed pay rolls is the result 
of years of unplanned legislation 
and wilful neglect on the part of 
those who administer the laws. 

In the zeal to give a new serv- 
ice to the people, the general as- 
sembly and the executive depart- 
ments often fail to take into con- 
sideration the cost thereof. It is 
not only that we are paying some 
salaries which are too high, but 
it is also that we are paying en- 
tirely too many salaries. 

One hundred and twelve years 
ago the great Democrat said: “I 
think, myself, that we have more 
machinery of government than is 
necessary, too many parasites liv- 
ing on the labor of the indus- 
trious. I believe it might be much 
simplified to the rélief of those 
who maintain if.” This statement 
might well have been uttered with 
references to Georgia’s state, 
county and municipal govern- 


ments, 
Three Divisions. 


May. I illustrate! Georgia’s rev- 
enue for state purposes, other 
than the ad valorem tax whicn 
must necessarily be collected lo 
cally, is collected. largely by the 
state revenue commission and the 
comptroller general. The revenue 
commission is divided into three 
general divisions. One division 
handles the colection of the cigar- 
cigarette tax, the wine and beer 
tax and delinquent taxes. This 
division has an administrative 
head, an office force and a group 
of inspectors or collectors. 

Another division of the céim- 
mission is charged with the col- 
lection of the income tax. This 
division likewise has an adminis- 
trative head, an office force and 
a group of inspectors. 

The third division of*the com- 
mission is charged with the col- 
lection of the motor vehicle reg- 
istration and maintenance tax. 
This division likewise has an ad- 
ministrative head, an office force 
and a group of inspectors. There 
is also a group of inspectors em- 
ployed by the highway depart- 
ment to assist in the enforcement 
of this tax. The comptroller gen- 
eral is charged with the collection 
of numerous taxes. Naturally, he 
maintains a large office force and 
several groups of inspectors. 

Since these officers’ duties, by 
law, are separated, they function 
separately. In the course of a 
year several inspectors or collec- 
tors will be sent into a county 
each to collect a different tax due 
the state. Why should not one 
man go into a county and collect 
all such taxes due the state? Could 
not the collection of all taxes, ex- 
cept the ad valorem tax, be con- 
solidated under one administra- 
tive head? 

Could not one group of inspec- 
tors perform the work of the sev- 
eral groups just as effectively and 
at much less cost? Economy and 
sound business demand that such 
duplications and extravagances be 
abandoned. 

Consolidation Needed. 

Untold amounts of money can 
be saved for the taxpayers of 
Georgia by consolidating and co- 
ordinating the functions and du- 
ties of the various departm*nts 
and boards, by eliminating dupli- 
| cation of work, and by abandon-

There 
exist in our present state govern- 
ment numerous jobs that could be 
eliminated without the slightest 


ice rendered. 

Any citizen who is enough in- 
terested to obtain a list of state 
empldyes, and to inquire as to 
their respective duties, can 
readily ascertain the truthfulness 
of the charge that our state pay 
rolls are overcrowded with people 
who perform no real service. No 
person ought to be employed at 
the expense of the taxpayers un- 
less his services are actually need- 
ed, and unless those services are 
worth the salary proposed to be 
paid to fhat. person. It has al- 
ways been my belief that no per- 
son is worth more to the state than 
he is worth to himself in private 
business. A person who can earn 
only $2,000.00 per annum in pri- 
vate employment certainly is not 
worth $6,000.00 per annum to the 
state, and yet, there are numerous 
instances of people on the staté’s 
pay rolls: whose salaries with the 
state are in just such proportion 
to their salaries earned in private 
employment. Those who hold use- 
less jobs are not to be condemned. 
If they did not take the job some- 
one else would. The condemna-~ 
tion is to be addressed to the gen- 
eral assembly and the executive 
heads for permitting those jobs to 
exist! 

Economy First Step. 

Before Georgia launches upon 2 
program of increasing taxes, it 
should first launch a program of 
economy in state government! 
Every useless employe should be 
removed from the state’s pay rolls, 
and the state should be placed 
upon a businesslike plan of opera- 
tion. No one can justify additional 
taxes while a part of our present 
revenue is being dissipated to pay 
employes whose services aré not 
actually needed to adminster the 
laws of this state. 

Proper economic refotm in our 
state government would go a long 
way towards giving sufficient rev- 
enue with which to operate our 
present program. Certainly it 
would yield sufficient revenue 
with which to carry on the pro- 
gram in a modified plan as I have 
suggested, until such time as we 
have had.an opportunity to de- 
termine just what the program 
should cost. 

In taking a stand against any 
additional taxes at this time, I 
have taken into account the fact 
that already we have raised taxes 
in Georgia this year in anticipa- 
tion of the cost of our new pro- 
gram. I call your attention to the 
fact that already this year we have 
doubled the tax on cigarets and 
beer; ~we have placed a tax on 
wine; we have placed a mainte- 
nance tax on trucks; we have ma- 
terially inereased.our income tax, 
which tax affects hundreds; we 
have placed a tax on chaig stores; 
we have raised the ad valorem tax 
two mills; we have placed upon 
the people the duty of buying 
driver’s licenses, and we are pay- 
ing old-age assistance tax and un- 
employment compensation tax! All 
this, it seems to me, should be a 
sufficient increase in taxes for any 
one year! 

. , Must Proceed Slowly. 

I insist that as a member of. the 
general assembly it is not only my 
right but it is also my solemn 
duty to oppose any increase in the 
tax burden on the people of Geor- 
gia. Let us have patience, let us 
proceed cautiously, let us be con- 
tent to operate our new program 
on a small scale until time shall 
have justified its expansion and 
the necessary expense thereof. 

I do not know and cannot pre- 
dict what the general assembly 
will do at the extraordinary ses- 
sion in November. All the mem- 
bers are free-thinkers just as I 
am. . Each has his own particular 
ideas as to a solution of Georgia’s 
problems, 

My service with them, however, 
has taught me to respect them as 
men of reason who will lend an 
ear to reasoning on any question. | 
It is my guess that they will turn 
an ear towards home before rush- 
ing into any tax program. Of 
course, the general assembly can 
do nothing except what is permit- 
ted by the proclamation of the 
Governor calling the assembly into 
session. 

In his hands alone rests. the 
possibilities of this extra session. 
He-has not intimated what his call 
will contain, It is to be hoped that 
his call will contemplate economic 
reform in Georgia so as to give 
the taxpayers a government 
which.renders services commensu- | 
rate with the taxes paid by them. | 
Should he issue such a call, I trust 
that all Georgia will unite and 
carry into effect every possible 
economy permitted by the call.

Solons, Growers Must De- 
cide on Compulsion, Farm 
Administration Says. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(P)— 
Farm Administration spokesmen 
said today it was up to congress 
and the cotton growers to decide 
whether there should be compul- 
sory control of future cotton crops. 


They declined direct comment 
on the announcement of Senator 
Bankhead, Democrat, Alabama, at 
Jasper, Ala., that he would intro- 
duce a compulsory cotton measure 
in congress.

Bruce Barton was on Tuesday elected to 
congress from the seventeenth district of the 
state of New York, commonly referred to as 
the “silk stecking district.” A large part of 
the district comprises the swanky section of 
Greater New York—through which run Park 
avenue, Fifth avenue, Lexington avenue, and 
the fashionable Fifties.

the faculty man with his (the student’s) prob- 
lems, both educational and personal. This was 
the usual university plan in the United States. 

It didn’t work. The freshman coming to 
college is usually too self-conscious to go im- 
mediately to one of the faculty. He is, to some 
extent, in awe of the men who teach him and, 
despite their best efforts, he usually regards 
them as men apart, or as the Greeks once re- 
garded their gods on Olympus. 

He kept, for the most part, his own prob- 
lems. He worried with them and fretted with 
them. If they were serious ones, he left 
school. In rare cases even suicide was the an- 
swer when some sensitive and unjnstructed 
student came face to face with an acute prob- 
lem which he could not solve. Often this prob- 
lem was one of a social disease, contracted 
through ignorance. Now and then it was a 
violent and immature love affair with some girl 
in the university or.in the town. It might be- 
come «. problem of loneliness or of debt. 

There were too many problems which the 
student did not feel he could take to the ears 
and the intelligence of a faculty man whom 
he knew only as a teacher who gave out marks 
and who asked for recitations. 

Last year Harrison Jones, an Atlanta busi- 
nessman, presented to the faculty at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia a new plan.

A PROOF OF THE C. S. A. CONSTITUTION 

The revelation that a galley proof of the 
Confederate constitution, bearing corrections in 
the handwriting of Alexander H. Stephens, the 
Georgia statesman who was author of that his- 
toric document and who was vice president of 
the Confederacy, is in Washington, is of intense 
interest to all Georgians. 

Few relics of the days of the Sixties hold 
more significance to the state. The fact that 
Vice President Stephens, whose brilliant mind 
contributed so much to his state and section, 
was author of the C.-S. A. constitution, that 
this proof bears the annotations, corrections 
and deletions in his own handwriting, makes it 
of superlative sentimental value. 

It is reported that the relic has been fully 
authenticated by historic manuscript experts. 
Its genuineness thus appears beyond question. 

Every effort should be made to bring the 
document to Georgia, where it may be kept in 
Suitable surroundings—perhaps in the State 
Department of Archives, or perhaps at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia—for the inspiration and in- 
formation of future generations of Georgia 
citizens.

I wish to explain my personal 


attitude and the attitude of the 
Union in inviting Mr. Trotsky. The 
Union is a student nonpartisan

organization, whose purpose is to 
bring to Chapel Hill outstanding 
mén representing all sides of per- 
tinent political issues. Such men 


as Postmaster General Farley, 
Colonel Frank Knox, Eugene Tal- 
médge, Senator Gerald Nye, 
James Roosevelt, Paul V. McNutt, 
and Ambassador William E. Dodd, 
have spoken for us within the 
past year. 

One of the major’ political con- 
flicts of the world today is that be- 
tween the Stalinist and Trotskyist 
factions of the Communist party. 
That conflict is important to 170,- 
000,000 Russians, and consequently 
both directly and indirectly to the 
rest of the world. Earl Brow- 
der, leading American Communist 
and ardent Stalinist, will speak 
December 2. In answer to my in- 
yitation, Trotsky replied he would 
be glad to come if he were per- 
mitted to speak on a scientific 
or historical subject—“in any 
event, not a political one,” if he 
were assured against physical vio- 
lence, and if we could secure a 
passport visa from the American 
authorities. 

My request to Secretary Hull for 
the visa was denied on the ground 
that Mr. Trotsky fell under the 
classification of aliens who are in- 
admissible to the United States 
under the immigration act of 1918, 
as amended in 1920. Had the visa 
been granted, I assure you we 
would have gone ahead with plans 
to have Mr. Trotsky come. If we 
were seeking publicity, far more 
could be obtained in that way. 

I in no way wish to defend Mr. 
Trotsky’s views, but I do defend 
our right to hear him, and whether 
or not we understand, at least so 
we endeavor. Collegiate youth

well as a study of labor condi- 
tions in numerous factories. 

On departing tonight Bedaux 
said: 

“We are all human. Nothing is 
certain. Some of us may die. Some 
of us may become sick. Some of 
us may be displeased. Out of 100 
chances for the trip, 90 are gone.” 

Bedaux talked with the Duke 
by trans-Atlantic telephone this 
morning and reported he was 
“very gay” over his prospective 
visit and that the tour would go 
forward as planned. Simulta- 
neously newspapers prominently 
displayed dispatches telling of the 
Baltimore federation’s action, to- 
gether with a concurring state- 
ment from William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor. 

Duke Retains Guide. 

Bedaux came in for much scath- 
ing comment. He said he told the 
Duke that he would be glad to 
step down as the royal couple’s 
American guide if the criticism 
caused them embarrassment but 
that the former monarch insisted 
he remain. 

“He also advised me to pay no 
attention to those low accusations,” 
the dapper French-American ef- 
ficiency engineer said, referring to 
other dispatches which intimated 
he is a Fascist sympathizer. The 
truth is, he said, that Adolf Hitler 
had him ejected from Germany 
four years ago. 

Bedaux reiterated that criticism 
of himself had nothing to do with 
prospective cancellation of the 
tour. He repeated that the Duke 
was displeased with American re- 
action, presumably because of the 
Baltimore labor organization’s ref- 
erence to the Duchess, although 
Bedaux declined to say specifi- 
cally. 


LABOR LEADERS JOIN 
IN REBUKE TO GUIDE 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(#)— 
An official of the CIO joined 
leaders of the American Fedéra- 
tion of Labor tonight in deploring 
the Duke of Windsor’s choice of 
Charles E. Bedaux, an industrial. 
engineer, as the guide for his 
forthcoming survey of American 
labor and housing conditions. 

Francis J. Gorman, president of 
the United Textile Workers, issued 
a statement “reminding” the Duke 
and Duchess “that their guide 
made his money from the sweat 
of the textile workers.” 

Gorman is a member of the 
Textile Workers’ Organizing Com- 
mittee of John L. Lewis’ Commit- 
tee for Industrial Organization. 

Bedaux, he said, “will always 
stand out in the minds of the mil- 
lion and a quarter textile workers 
of the United States as the father 
of the most completely exhaust- 
ing, inhuman ‘efficiency’ scheme 
ever invented.” 

Green Gives Views. 

He added labor has been led 
to believe Bedaux is a Fascist 
sympathizer. 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, 
previously had commented that 
the Baltimore Federation of Labor 
“fairly ~epresented the attitude of 
American labor” when it criticized 
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The workings of the federal government’s well-supervised parole system were explained to the Georgia 
Prison Commission, Governor Rivers and a large group of judges and solicitors at a meeting at the state 
capitol yesterday by R. E. Elwell, of Washington, a representative of the United States Bureau of Prisons.

SPOKESMAN FOR WINDSORS 
SAYS PLANS UNCHANGED 


PARIS, Friday, Nov. 5.—(UP) 
The Duke of Windsor went to bed 
early today undecided whether to 
go through with his tour of the 
United States or cancel it because 
of bitter opposition in American 
labor circles to his friend, Charles 
E, Bedaux. 

A spokesman for the Duke said, 
“we have not changed our plans, 
which are to sail on the Bremen 
Saturday, but we will have to take 
cognizance of the situation when 
we see the morning press.” 

The Duke may make his deci- 
sion known early this forenoon. 

Yn London, the Daily Mirror 
said today that the Duke of Wind- 
sor’s equerry, Dudley Forwood, 
had said that there was “abso- 
lutely no truth” to the report that 
the Windsors might cancel their 
tour. 

“I do not know how this rumor 
originated,” the Daily Mirror 
quoted Forwood as saying, “but 
there never has been any founda- 
tion for such a statement. I only 
returned from England today (the 
Daily Mirror said it had talked by 
telephone with Forwood who was 
in Paris) after some days’ leave 
and I have been with His Royal 
Highness, so I can naturally deny 
the report. 

“The tour will go on as planned. 
His Royal Highness and the Duch- 
ess will sail for the United States 
on Saturday.” 


BEDAUX NOT ABOARD 
AS TRAIN REACHES GOTHAM 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4.—(UP)— 
Charles Bedaux, American repre- 
sentative of the Duke and Duch- 
ess of Windsor who left Washing- 
ton tonight saying that they might 
cancel their American tour, was 
not aboard the Congressional Lim- 
ited when it arrived from the 
capital.

NEW LOAN SUBSIDY 
PLAN WINS FAVOR 


Farm Leaders Hope to Re- 
capture World Market. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(4)— 
Leaders in the powerful house com- 
mittee on, agriculture said today 
they would favor a new loan-sub- 
sidy program to “recapture the 


world market” for American farm 
products. 

It is intended, they said, that 
future loans on commodities be 
made at figures equivalent to the 
world prices of the commodities. 
The difference between that and 
a domestic price level would be 
made up in_ subsidies paid to 
farmers from processing taxes, 
plus benefits for “conserving soil.” 

In the past; loans have. been 
made higher than world prices. 
But the legislators opposed future 
programs of this kind, saying that 
when the government lends more 
money on a product than it would 
fetch in world markets, exports 
are discouraged because the farmer 
tends to take the loan and store 
his product in government ware- 
houses as security. 

The newly authorized corn loan 
of 44 to 50 cents a bushel was 
cited as an example of keeping

|| LENDABLE MONEY 


DROPS 20 MILLION 


62-Million Decrease in Fed- 
eral Reserve Balances. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—(P)— 
Excess reserves for the supply of 
lendable money in member banks 
of the Federal Reserve System 
dropped $20,000,000 to $1,050,000,- 
000 in the week ended Novem- 
ber 3, the Federal Reserye Board 
reported today. 

The change was accompanied 
by a decrease of $62,000,000 in 
member bank reserve balances to 
$6,88$,000,000 which the board at- 
tributed to a seasonable rise in the 
amounts of money in circulation 
and a boost in treasury deposits 
with federal reserve banks. Re- 
serve Bank credit also dropped 
$11,000,000. 

The weekly condition statement 
of federal reserve banks showed 
no change in their $2,526,000,000 
holdings of government securities 
which have remained unchanged 
for several weeks.

OFFICIALS’ SUPPORT 


Judges, Solicitors Leave De- 
tails To Be Worked Out 
by Committee. 


Georgia judges and solicitors 
votad late yesterday to support “in 
principle” Governors Rivers’ pro- 
gram for revising the state’s pa- 
role and probation laws. 

They left definite details of the 
plan to a committee the Governor 
is to name from their ranks to 
work with legislative committees 


and representatives of the Fed- 
eral Prison Industries Reorganiza- 
tion Administration. 

Moves for Indorsement. 

In making the motion for in- 
dorsement of the plan, Judge John 
D. Humphries, of Fulton superior 
court, said it was “significant that 
no one here today has attacked the 
use of paroles and probation in 
principle.” 

Following his remark, however, 
Solicitor Chester Byers of Griffin 
city court, did criticise use of pa- 
roles in some instances and refer- 
red to “sob sisters” who pressed 
for their invocation. 

Senator Paul Lindsay, of Atlan- 
ta, member of the legislative pris- 
on reform committee, outlined to 
the judges before they voted the 
princi features of “the plan we 
have ‘about decided to advocate: 

1. Taking away from juries and 
leaving with judges the right to 
fix sentences in felony cases. 

Real Supervision. 

2. Creation of a state parole and 
probation board with the state to 
give “real supervision” of parol- 
ees through state officers. 

3. Separation of the functions of 
prison administration and passing 
on paroles and probation, now 
vested together in the state pris- 
on commission. 

Rivers said the desired result 
was two-fold: Reduction in prison 
costs and rehabilitation of prison- 
ers, especially youthful first of- 
fenders constituting 70 per cent of 
the prison population.

Shots Ring Out at Police Station 
‘As Sate Money Bag Foils ‘Holdup’ 


New Robbery-Proof Gadget Exhibited to Atlanta Business- 
men; Spectators Marvel at Efficiency of Apparatus; 
Reduced Insurance Cost Seen. 


It’s’ a ‘holdup. 
They’re shooting it out. 
No, it’s a fire. Police headquar- 
ters are on fire. 
Rapidly fired shots 
through the police station yester- 
day, followed by dense 
smoke clouds. 
But, it wasn’t 
wasn’t a holdup. 
Police were demonstrating a 
new “holdup-proof” 
money bag. Chief Hornsby had 
assembled police officers, leading 
business and insurance men and 
bankers at police headquarters to 
watch the show. 
The shots, the smoke and the 
tell-tale excitement was merely 
the gadget foiling a faked holdup. 
Gadget Explained. 
So intricately has the messenger 
bag been designed that once it 
leaves the hands of the messenger 
for that of the holdup man, it be- 
gins the screaming rapid fire ex- 
plosions and emits a dense cloud 
of dark yellow smoke that makes 
escape impossible. 
It does the work of a policeman 
until the police can arrive. 
When the bag is removed from 
the messenger’s hand, a trigger 
mechanism is released, locking the 
bag on the inside. Then auto- 
matically the four shots are fired 
to attract attention of all in the 
neighborhood. 
As the bandit makes a dash for 
his car, as he’s bound to do, the 
trail of smoke, also self-released, 
follows. Once inside the car, the

Science Reveals 
Live Protoplasm 


Is But a Myth 


One of the main concepts of sci- 
ence, the “living protoplasm” 


been thought the source of life, 
was declared to have no real ex- 
istence today. 

Instead, a group of America’s 
foremost scientists showed, “pro- 
toplasm” is made of numerous, 
commonplace particles, visible by 
up-to-date methods. Not one of 
these particles is alive. 

One mechanism of death, of 
which the public hasn’t heard, has 
been found in study of these par- 
ticles. 

The new viewpoints were given 
at a symposium on biophysics, in 
which for the first time in the 
United States, physicists, the men 
who study atoms, got together 
with biologists, who study the liv- 
ing “systems” which result when 
atoms get together. 

The symposium was held at the 
University of Pennsylvania under 
joint auspices of the American In- 
stitute of Physics and the Eldridge 
Reeves Johnson Foundation for 
Medical Physics. 

Named in 1840. 
“Protoplasm” is the sticky, usu- 
ally whitish substance of which 
living parts seem to be made. It 
was so named in 1840 from the 
Greek, protos, first, and plasma, 
a thing formed, and means “the 
first creation.” 

Dr. E. Newton Harvey, 
Princeton University, told how 
under the microscope, the whirl- 
ing centrifuge and fine testing 
methods, “protoplasm” has literal- 
ly fallen apart. It is made of cells, 
bits of fat, granules of colored 
matter, proteins, threads, hollow 
bubbles, “nuclei,” salts and a com- 
plex of other things. 

“No one of these substances,” he 
said, “can be considered as ‘liv- 
ing’ except in so far as it is indis- 
pensable for the continuance of 
life.” 

Death Mechanism Found. 

The mechanism of death was 
found in the cell walls by Dr. M. 
H. Jacobs, of the University of 
Pennsylvania and the marine bi- 
ological laboratory, Woods Hole, 
Massachusetts. 
He explained that every instant 
“food” and oxygen is -passing 
through these mysterious. cell 
walls. But the process, called “dif- 
fusion,” he said is a paradox.

eral months about taxes, and some 
say that we have all of the rev- 
enue needed for the support of the 
state government. Others say that 
we need anywhere from four to 
ten million dollars additional rev- 
enue annually. Some take the view 
that our system of taxation is all 
right as it is and nothing need be 
done about it. Others contend that 
our entire system of taxation 
should be revamped. You read 
discussions in the press and in pe- 
riodicals, using such terms as ‘net 
income tax,’ ‘gross income tax,’ 
‘gross receipts tax,’ ‘sales taxes,’ 
‘ad valorem taxes,’ ‘taxes on in- 
tangibles.’ All of these discussions 
tend to confuse the average citi- 
zen rather than enlighten him. 
When you hear a discussion or 
read an article about intangibles 
and classifying intangibles for tax- 
ation, the chances are that you are 
in an utter state of confusion and 
reach the conclusion thatthe best 
thing to do about the whole mat- 
ter is forget it and let things re- 
main as they are; when as a mat- 
ter of fact, we cannot afford to 
permit our system of taxation. to 
remain as it is. 

“Those of us who are interested 
in education in Georgia, particu- 
larly our common schools and our 
University System, know | that 
public education cannot go for- 
ward nor can we maintain our 
present position unless the gen- 
eral assembly provides adequate 
funds, and to have these adequate 
funds we must have a comprehen- 
sive system of taxation which will 
raise the necessary revenue. 

Natural Reluctance. 


“Permit me to digress at this 
point to say that there is a nat- 
ural reluctance shared by all of 
us in the payment of taxes. How- 
ever, the voters of this state have 
overwhelmingly indorsed longer 
school terms and a living salary 
scale for teachers in common 
schools. They have also over- 
whelmingly indorsed better stand- 
ards of health, better rural roads, 
and a proper consideration for the 
aged, the poor and the impover- 
ished. It is a fact admitted by all 
that there are many counties and 
towns in this state which simply 


-|cannot with their slender financial 


resources maintain proper stand- 
ards of education, health and re- 
lief services. These necessary and 
long-neglected needs of all of the 
people of Our state, whether lo- 
cated in impoverished communi- 
ties or not, must be supplied, and 
it will take money to do this afid 
the money must come from gen- 
eral tax contributions from all of 
those who have capacity to pay. 
It goes without saying that the 
greater part of these general tax 
contributions must come from 
those populous centers in the state 
where the largest amount of busi- 
ness is done, and where the larg- 
est amount of income is received. 

Let’s get down to facts and fig- 
ures: For the school year, 1936 
and 1937, there were 748,500 chil- 
dren in our common schools. For 
the school year 1937 and _ 1938, 
there will be in excess of 900,000 
children in our common schools, 
The general assembly for the pres- 
ent fiscal year has appropriated 
for the common schools of the 
state in round figures $9,250,000, 
which means that the state is mak- 
ing an investment of $10.25 per 
child per year. These children are 
attending 6,149 different schools. 

Salaries Inadequate. 

We have in the common schools 
20,781 school teachers whose sal- 
aries are grossly inadequate, and 
whose devotion to duty is almost 
beyond comprehension when you 
take into account their salaries. In 
the smaller counties in the state, 
where there are no large cities, 
the average pay for a white teach- 
er in the common schools of 
Georgia on a 12-month basis is 
$50 per month, and the average 
pay for those who teach in the 
colored schools on a 12-month ba- 
sis is $25 a month. Our common 
schools with the resources at their 
command are doing a marvelous 
job. Many tens of thousands of 
children in Georgia prior to this 
year have been unable to attend 
public schools for the simple rea- 
son that their parents were so im- 
poverished that they were not 
able to supply their children with 
schoolbooks. Beginning in the fall 
of this year, the enrollment in the 
common schools of this state in- 
creased in excess of 150,000, be- 
cause the legislature at its last 
session provided free schoolbooks. 
In addition to the common 
schools, this state provides its 
young men and women with a 
system of higher education known 


as the University System of Geor-

time in history. We have 13 in- 
stitutions of higher learning for 
our white people and three stch 
institutions for negroes. In addi- 
tion, the university system has 
two agricultural experiment sta- 
tions, one at Tifton and one at 
Griffin. One of the greatest serv- 
ices that the university system is 
rendering the people of Georgia is 
its agricultural extension service. 
Increased Production. 

This extension service, working 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the College of Agricul- 
ture, has, for instance, greatly in- 
creased in Georgia the produc- 
tion of lint cotton per acre. In 
1935, Georgia produced an aver- 
age of 261 pounds of lint cotton 
per acre, and in 1936 the piroduc- 
tion was 279 pounds per acre. This 
is stated to show that the Univer- 
sity System of Georgia is not only 
concerned with the theory of edu- 
cation, but with the practical 
prosperity and development of the 
state. The present legislature ap- 
propriated for operating costs of 
the University System $1,750,000 
annually for the next two years. 
The total enrollment in the uni- 
versity system for the school year 
1937 and 1938, including summer 
schools, will be approximately 
17,500, or in round figures $100 
per annum per student, which is 
without question the lowest per 
capita cost of any state-supported 
institution of higher learning in 
the southeastern states—possibly 
in the entire United States. This 
includes the Medical College at 
Augusta, which always has an en- 
rollment of all whom it can ac- 
commodate—approximately 160; 
and medical education is by far 
the most expensive service which 
the state attempts to render its 
citizens. 

This present legislature has ap- 
propriated for common _§ schools 
and for the University System 
$11,300,000 for the present fiscal 
year, which includes funds for 
some necessary building and 
equipment. The total of the ap- 
propriations made by our legisla- 
ture for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1937, aggregate $20,400,- 
000. 

Unpaid for Months. 

It is unthinkable that our state 
should repudiate its obligations, 
and that it should fail to pay its 
appropriations. We have seen the 
day when our school teachers re- 
mained unpaid for months and 
even for as long as a year, and had 
to beg and borrow from banks 
and merchants in order to supply 
themselves with the necessities of 
life. Should our appropriations be 
cut 20 per cent, our white teach- 
ers in rural schools will be re- 
ceiving $40 a month, and _ the 
teachers in the colored schools $20 
a month. Should the appropria- 
tions be cut 40 per cent, these 
white school teachers will be re- 
ceiving $30 per month and the 
teachers in colored schools $15 
per month, 


I am firmly convinced that pa- 
triotic business interests of the 
state, who are not selfishly seek- 
ing to serve their own interests 
and fatten themselves at the ex; 
pense of the poor and impoverish- 
ed, are perfectly willing and anx- 
ious for the legislature to enact 
impartial and fair revenue meas- 
ures which will enable the treas- 
urer of the state to pay in full the 
appropriations voted by the legis- 
lature in its general appropriation 
bill which was enacted into law 
and approved by the Governor on 
March 30, 1937. 


We need a new system of tax- 
ation in Georgia beyond all else. 
Our present tax system was en- 
acted into law when Georgia was 
almost entirely an agricultural 
state. The income from our citi- 
zens was from rents and from 
farming operations. It was the 
fashion to tax those things which 
were evident and which you could 
see with the eye, and things of 
this kind such as farms and build- 
ings and houses and livestock and 
household furniture became 
known as “tangible property.” In 
other words, they were the things 
that you could put your hands on, 
and we put a tax on these things 
known as “ad valorem,” which 
was according to value. Conse- 
quently, those things which you 
could see—the tangible properties 
in the state; became over-taxed 


and are now over-taxel. Tangible 
property has borne the burden of 
taxation, and our farm owners, 
home owners, and owners of busi- 
ness property and buildings have 
been overwhelmed with these ad 
valorem taxes assessed by the 
state, then by the county, then by 
the city, and then by the school 
districts. It has reached a point 
where it is almost a burden to own 
real estate. In some rural com- 
munities you can hardly give a 
farm away. In some cities and 
towns, you actually wouldn’t ac- 
cept a piece of real estate as a 
gift because of the taxes, 
“Property Tax.” 

Georgia has been collecting for 
many years what is known as 
“state property tax” which is five 
mills on the dolar, or $5 per $1,000 
of real estate value. This has been 
decreased as low as three mills, 
and is now back at five mills. In 
theory, the state collects in taxes 
$1,000,000 per mill. I am convinc- 
ed that this state property tax 
should be eliminated, if not en- 
tirely certainly to one mill, or $1 
per $1,000. This will afford tax 
relief to those who need it most. 

In the development of business, 
and on account of oppressive tax- 
ation on real estate, persons of 
wealth in this state and elsewhere 
began investing their funds in se- 
curities which are known as “in- 
tangibles.” Just as tangible prop- 
erties are known as those things 
which you can see and find, in- 
tangibles are those properties 
which you can’t see and often can’t 
find, such as stocks in corporations 
organized outside of the state of 
Geor@ia: bonds payable to bearer 
issued by individuals and corpora- 
tions; notes evidencing debts for 
money loaned; accounts evidencing 
amounts which are owned by mer- 
chants and others, representing the 
sale of goods, wares and merchan- 
cise, and properties of a similar 
nature which are not visible to the 
naked eye, and which cannot be 
readily discovered by tax collec- 
tors and other taxing agencies, It 
so happened that the tax laws of 
this state provide that property of 
this character must be taxed ac- 
cording to its value. To illustrate: 
You own a bond worth $1,000. The 
bond pays 4 per cent interest, or 
$40 a year. Under Georgia law, 
this bond must be taxed at its 
value of $1,000. Should you hap- 
pen to live in the city of Atlanta, 
you would be compelled to pay 
taxes to state, county, and city on 
this $1,000 bond of $33.50. In 
other words, out of your income of 
$40 on this bond, all of it would go 
to the state and to the county and 
to the city in taxes except $6.50. 
In other words, the law is so op- 
pressive that the tax receivers and 
the tax collectors in the counties 
in Georgia do not expect the tax- 
payers to return these intangible 
properties for taxation, and they 
don’t return them. 

In Excess of Income. 

In some cities in Georgia the 
rate is even higher. In many cases 
of high-priced securities with a 
low yield, the amount of taxes 
which would be asséssed against 
corporate stocks which a _ citizen 
might own would be greatly in ex- 
cess of the income that would be 
received on such stocks. It is 
manifestly unfair to attempt to 
collect taxes on any such basis 
from intangible properties, yet our 
present law requires it. The de- 
mand for taxes in certain locali- 
ties becomes so insistent that per- 
sons of wealth who have contrib- 
uted largely to the upbuilding of 
this state arg called before the tax 
assessors and compelled to disclose 
the value of the stocks and bonds 
that they own, and if they do not 
make a settlement satisfactory to 
the tax assessors, executions are 
issued against them. The result 
has been that many of our wealth- 
iest citizens have moved to our 
sister states, such as Florida, Vir- 
ginia and elsewhere. Furthermore, 
our system of taxation is keeping 
out industry and additional capi- 
tal, and not only that, but is caus- 
ing some of our most successful 
business enterprises to remove to 
other states. We can’t compel our 
citizens to remain in Georgia and 
pay taxes; and we can’t prevent 
our successful business enterprises 
from moving away. If we could, 
I might join others in asking the 
legislature to leave our tax laws as 
they now are.

The 
members of the faculty in our 
University System, men and wom- 
en of culture and refinement and 
education, with homes to keep up 
and with children to educate, are 
receiving an average salary of 
about $2,000 a year.

The state is preparing to seek 
collection of intangible taxes in 
Fulton county on property valued 
at $232,013,856, it was revealed 
yesterday as John Armistead, spe- 
cial. investigator - for the State 
Revenue Commission, turned over 
to Comptroller General William 
B. Harrison names of Fulton prop- 
erty owners listed as “delinquent” 
for the past four years, as far as 
returns on intangibles are con- 


cerned. 

While it was the plan of the 
state to collect up to 15 per cent; 
of the market value of stocks, | 
bonds, notes, mortgages and other) 
intangibles, Homer Gullatt, of the 
Fulton county tax assessors, said} 
Fulton would collect up to 60 per 
cent where the county has to un- 
cover and assess intangibles. 

Armistead turned over with the 
Fulton list names from 32 other 
ceunties with total valuations 
amounting to $257,281,930. He had 
previously reported on lists. 
amounting to $101,000,000 in the 
state’s drive to collect seven years’ 
taxes on stocks and bonds not re- 
turned on tax ——— 

The survey by mistead now 
covers 93 of the 159 counties in 
the state. 

County tax collectors from all 
over the state will confer at the 
capitol today with Harrison and 
Governor Rivers on the move- 
ment instituted by the Governor 
to collect taxes on “unreturned 
property.” 

Of the counties returned yester- 
day, other amounts besides Ful- 


ton’s were: 

Spalding, $804,722; Richmond, 
$10,345,008; . Sumter, $685,489; 
Thomas, $4,335,390; Tift, $8,000. 

Armistead told state authorities 
he was ready to prove ownership 
of every intangible item on the 
lists he turned in. Harrison 
promptly sent the lists to various 
county tax collectors to be placed 
on tax digests.

first blush, but not at all impos- 
sible. There are at least two avail- 
able ways to raise the income 
needed and at the same time not 
oppress any class of citizens or any 
kind of business. First, we must 
be fair and put the burden as 
equally as possible upon all of 
those who are able and willing to 
bear it. 
Gross Income Tax. 

Indiana pulled herself out of a 
financial hole and now has a sur- 
plus of more than $20,000,000 in 
her treasury by adopting a gross 
income tax. Mississippi has ac- 
complished the same thing. Why 
should not we adopt in Georgia a 
gross income tax of 2 per cent 
on retailers and 1-2 of 1 per cent 
on wholesalers, and raise suffi- 
cient funds in that way to pay 
all of our appropriations? The ex- 
emptions could very well be the 
same as now apply to the net in- 
come tax measures—a $1,000 ex- 
emption for single persons and $2,- 
500 exemption for the head of a 
family. This woula leave out 
those who should not be called 
upon to pay. If such a law was 
enacted, the state tax on farms 
and stores and dwellings and on 
intangible properties could be 
eliminated altogether. A law 
could then be adoped placing a 
reasonable and moderate tax upon 
intangible property, leaving this 
source of revenue entirely to the 
counties and cities and school dis- 
tricts; or taxes on _ intangibles 
could be eliminated altogether, 


forced to leave the state to return, 
but would interest outside capi- 
fal in placing its properties in 
Georgia. 

Alternative Plan. 

If this plan is too Utopian, I 
would suggest an alternative plan 
which would remove entirely the 
tax on stocks in corporations and 
place a very moderate tax on oth- 
er forms of intangibles, a gross in- 
come tax of 1 per cent on retail- 
ers and 1-4 of 1 per cent on whole- 
salers, which would be at the same 
time reduce the net income tax to 
a figure where no taxpayer would 
be called on to pay more than 3 
per cent of his net income. In ad- 
dition, the taxpayer could make 
both the net income tax return 
and the gross income tax return, 
paying the amount which was the 
largest, the lesser being omitted. 
From the experience of other 
states, it can safely be alleged that 
this plan will raise sufficient rev- 
enue to meet our appropriations 
and probably at the same time en- 
able us to.reduce the state prop- 
erty tax to 1 or 2 mills. 

We in Georgia are in a diffi- 


cult situation just at present. We 


aré seeking a rémedy to cure our 
ills. The other states in the south- 
east, our sister cotton states, have 
revamped their tax structures and 
are constantly improving them, 
and are going forward increasing 
in population and wealth. I think 
our Georgia people are better than 
any others; I know that they are

HEALTH TALKS 


By DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


INHERITANCE OF DISEASE. 

Among the many popular stories 
of inheritance of acquired charac- 
teristics, deficiencies or diseases is 


the one of the cat that lost her 
tail by accident and subsequently 
had some kittens without tails. 
This yarn may have some foun- 
dation, but the only explanation 
for the birth of tailless kittens 
would be coincidence. Certain 
races of cats are naturally short- 
tailed, and you can’t always be 
sure of even a good cat’s anteced- 
ents. Docking of the tail has been 
practiced for many generations in 
sheep raising, but no racial short- 
ening of the tail has been observ-~ 
ed. One investigator amputated 
the tails of mice for 19 successive 
generations, yet not a mouse ever 
inherited the mutilation. 

Texas fever in cattle is caused 
by a parasite introduced into the 
blood by a tick which is the car- 
rier of the disease. The parasite 
is present in the egg cell of the 
tick, so that the young tick which 
develops from the egg cell is bound 
to contain the tick. If the parasite 
were a grain af sand the young 
tick would .harbor it at birth. 
There is no question of inheritance 
here. 

“Hereditary” syphilis, visiting 
the iniquity of the father upon the 
children unto_the third and fourth 
generation, is no longer recognized 
in pathology. We know now that 
syphilis may be transmitted from 
father to mother, from mother to 
child before birth, that the child 
so infected may be born~ with 
syphilis—this is called congenital 
syphilis, present at birth—but if 
the child is not syphilitic at birth 
there will be no manifestation of 
the disease later. Whatever iniq- 
uity of the father is visited upon 
the children unto the third and 
fourth generation, it is not syph- 
ilis. Believing it would do more 
harm than good to describe the 
signs or symptoms of syphilis in 
the newborn infant or the child a 
few weeks old, we will merely say 
that no man or woman who has 
been infected with syphilis need 
despair of having healthy, normal 
children if he or she _ conscien- 
tiously takes treatment over a 
sufficient period of time and re- 
mains under treatment until the 
physician gives his opinion that 
the disease is clinically cured, ar- 
rested, and the Wassermann blood 
test confirms this opinion. 

Another disease formerly deem- 
ed hereditary by physicians, still 
so regarded by many laymen, is 
tuberculosis, consumption, as it 
was once called. We know now 
that tuberculosis is never inherit- 
ed; indeed it is rarely congenital. 
If the mother is tuberculous when 
the child is born the child is al- 
most certain to contract the dis- 
ease unless immediately removed 
from contact, from exposure to the 
infection. Of course if either pa- 
rent is physically below par, in 
impaired health, af deficient vite 
the child is not likely to be so 
vigorous. But in any case tuber- 
culosis is never inherited; it is 
contracted by infection through 
prolonged intimate association 
with a person who has the disease 


in an active stage.

The Avon goes past a church 
which dates back more than 700 
years. It is visited by as many 
people as the house known as “the 
birthplace.” In the church under 
the floor, rest the remains-of the 
great poet. 

During his youth, Shakespeare 
observed that many old graves 
were opened to make space for 
new urials. This probably ex- 
plains the verse carved on stone 
above the grave. In the verse, peo- 
ple are begged not to move 
Shakespeare’s “bones.” 

On one of the doors of the 
church is a famous “knocker.” It 
has nothing to do with Shakes- 
peare, but is interesting because of 


en, 
the legend about it. We are told 


that long ago men ran to the 
church when they were hunted by 
the officers of the law. If they 


really was dead! In the poet’s 
mind, she was perhaps the true 
Juliet. 

The play, “Hamlet,” seems to 
have been named after one of 
Shakespeare’s younger brothers, 
who had nearly the same name— 


| Hamnet—and who died at the age 
| of 12. Another person in the play 


was a young woman named 
Ophelia, who came to her death 
by drowning. While I was driv- 
ing through the countryside, I was 
shown the well in which “the first 
Ophelia” is said to have been 
drowned. She was another of the 
Clopton daughters. 

If those legends are true, the 
church in which Shakespeare was 
buried also contains the remains 
of two famous characters in his 
plays—Ophelia and Juliet.

PEIPING, Nov. 4.—(#)—The 
“mate” of the prehisteric Peking 
man, Sinanthropus Pekinensis, 
was exhibited for the first time 


today by Dr. Franz Weidenreich,. 


director of the Coenozoic labora- 
tory of the Rockefelier-endowed 
Peiping Union Medical College. 

“Madame” Sinanthropus, whom 
Weidenreich credits with being 
China’s earliest pioneer woman 
and also the earliest known hu- 
nan being, was represented by a 
olaster cast of a composite skull 
worked out by the scientist this 
summer and autumn while war 
guns boomed near by and bomb- 
ers droned overhead. 

Weidenreich related how the 
work proceeded smoothly in as- 
sembling the female skull out of 
hundreds of fragments dug up at 
Choukoutien diggings, 40 miles 
southwest of Peiping, and scaling 
aown male fragments to femalé 
size. The biggest fragment found 
was part of a woman’s skull. 

Weidenreich said he was work- 
ing now on reconstructing facial 
and flesh details to show the ac- 
tual physical appearance of these 
prehistoric inhabitants of China, 
who were estimated to have lived 
a million years ago. (Fossil re- 
mains of at least 25 individuals 
have been found in a cave at 
Choukoutien. The original Peking 
man was found in 1929.)

Construction of an underpass on 
North avenue near Glen Iris drive 
and reconstruction of three city 
bridges, termed dangerous, was 
proposed for 1938 by the city 
construction department yesterday. 
Requests for $119,000 with 
which to build the underpass and 
$129,483 to rebuild the condemned 
bridges were included in the ten- 
tative budget submitted to the city 
comptroller by Clarke Donaldson, 
chief of construction. 
: Property Damage. 
Engineers in the department as- 
serted $119,000 would be needed 
to construct the underpass to open 
up North avenue and to adjust 
property damage which would re- 
sult from leveling approaches. 
As he has done for the past sev- 
eral years, C. E, Kauffmann, city 
bridge engineer, declared the 
Magnolia street bridge, the Edge- 
wood avenue concrete viaduct and 
the Jones avenue bridge unsafe for 
public travel.

OFFICERS ACCUSED 


--BYALGIC'S SEAMEN 


14 Swear Out Warrants 
Charging Two With Invol- 
untary Manslaughter. 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 4—(?)— 
Fourteen seamen of the Algic, or- 
dered held for a federal grand jury 
on mutiny charges, swore out war- 
rants today charging two officers 
of the government-owned freight- 
er with involuntary manslaughter.
